Epidemics of diphtheria and scarlet 
fever, which have shown themselves in 
every city school, has caused the month 
of September to register a list of con- 
tagion reports ahead of any like period

reports.

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THE SECOND LIBERTY LOAN. 


Tijere will begin next week another great 
drive for funds with which to carry on the 
war of America for its national security and 
tl^e safety of democracy in the world. The 
second Liberty Loan makes the same appeal 
to all patriotic Americans that was made by 
the first Liberty Loan a few months ago.

We 
are fully launched upon the most stupendous 
si'iieme of mercantile shipbuilding the world 
has ever beheld in any land in any time. We 
are constructing in the old world great sys- 
tems of railways to furnish transport for 
troops,"munitions and food. Wc are provid- 
ing for the vast armies we shall have in 
Europe ample and comfortable quarters and 
immense hospitals that our fighting men may 
be made comfortable and kept in health and 
that they may be taken care of in the best 
possible way if wounded or sick.

That Uncle Sam's prédit remains 
gilt-edged needs no better ^roo<f than that de- 
spite the certain prospect of huge expendi- 
tures and the fact that he is just on the eve 
of putting three billions more bonds on the 
market the bonds of the first Liberty Loan 
reached the highest quotations they have ever 
had when they were bid up to 100.20 in the 
New York market yesterday. No better proof 
of the una^ssailable financial strength of the 
government could be asked. Behind the bonds 
of the United States govemjiaent is a national 
wealth of almost three hundred billion dollars. 
The total income of the whole nation is about 
eighty billion dollars a year. We can finance 
the war for years if need tiere be and bring" 
ourselves to no acute stress. But we are going 
to finance the war in a big way at the outset 
and make the conflict just as short and de- 
cisive as unlimited resources in money, ma- 
terials and men can vouchsafe that it shall be. 


Already the enemy is driven to maneuver 
for a tricky peace in the hope to escape the 
sharp stress of another winter in the trenches 
and to ^et himself somehow out of this war 
before America comes into it fully with all the 
resources of that nation which of all in the 
world haj! the greatest wealth and diversity of 
industry that counts in the war. 
An over- 
subscription of the second Liberty Loan will 
be a great blow to the hopes and the morale 
of the Prussian war caste and the Hohenzol- 
lern dynasîty. It will be stunning proof to 
them that over here there is something doing 
that bodes ill for autocracy and the brute 
power of a ruthless militarism.

DECLARE WAR ON AUSTRIA. 


There are several reasons why the United 
States should lose no time in failure to declare 
war on Austria. She is in every practical and 
sentimental aspect of matters as essentially 
our enemy as Germany. Her soldiers will be 
found on some of the fronts where our own 
soldiers will fight. And if there were no 
truth in this, the fact remains that for every 
man she provides on any front else she re- 
leases a German to oppose our armies in 
France. Moreover, Austria's people will not 
be likely to take renewed heart for a conflict 
of which they are desperately sick when they 
know and realize that the great American re- 
public is their foe and fighting them. 


There is, however, another reason that is 
more immediate. 
There are in this country 
many subjects of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. 
The recent raids on the various sec- 
tional headquarters of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World have disclosed that a gi-eat 
body of that sinister organization is made up 
of Austrians. A declaration of war on Austria 
will make it possible to lay hold of them as 
cilien enemies and strangle their hostile activi- 
ties and their seditious conspiracies in what- 
ever ways may the better suit. So long as we 
remain at peace with the government to 
which their allegiance not only holds true but 
offers service from over here, just so lonjj 
are they vouchsafed a freedom that cannot be 
interfered with save upon evidence of overt 
acts or seditious speech. There are hundreds 
of thousands of Germans in the country who 
are under certain restraints because of the 
fact that they are aliens, though a great per- 
centage of them have filed their declarations 
of intent to become citizens, have resided 
here, in many instances, for a long time and 
liaye no purpose to leave or to be elsethanloyal 
residents and citizens of this country. 
The 
law that places restraints upon the freedom 
and motions of such persons of German birth 
in no wise touches the Austrians. 
Certain 
classes of these Austrians constitute a danger- 
ous element who should not have the run of 
the country to act and speak as they please 
and to plot and conspire with cunning and 
sinister leaders who are the foes of the govern- 
ment and social institutions of this land in a 
more insidious and baffling way- than the de- 
clared foes with whom we are openly at war. 


The hope cherished that by remaining at 
peace with Austria we shall have some better 
chance to detach her from Her alliance with 
Germany is futile and fatuous. Austria dare 
not withdraw from the war. She must remain 
steadfast to her more powerful ally and neigh- 
"bor and continue to bear her crushing burden 
and eat the bitter fruit of her miscarried ani- 
bilaon until such day as the United States and 
her allies can bring Prussiim autocracy to its 
knees. 


We are rendering to Austria's foes— 
France, Russia, Great Britain And Italy-^all 
the aid it is in our power to give them. That 
is war on Austria in a.quite essential fashion, 
but the absence of a declaration spares her 
the moral reprQach and discouragements of 
American enmity and belligerent intent. For

We do not believe, now, in se- 
lecting individuals or parts of the gov- 
ernment or parts of the people for in- 
dignant criticism, much as it may be 
deserved. 
The whole nation was to 
blame. 
Its representatives ought to 
have stimulated it. 
It ought to have 
been 
more 
easily 
stimulated. 
The 
Tribune, as one which cried out day 
by day, must confess that the task was 
difficult. 


Criticism must s^rve a purpose 
to 
justify itself as a corrective in public 
life, and the only purpose to be served 
now is one of prevention for the fu- 
ture. Without any rancor or bitterness 
we may consider our present state of 
military ineffectiveness ahd thank our 
fortune that we had something stand- 
ing between us and our enemies this 
half year, and may trust to have these 
defenses maintained for another half 
year or year. 


If this thought 
prevails 
we 
may 
never again be found so defenseless, 
and it is to stimulate this thought that 
attention may be directed from time 
to time to the difficvlty with which the 
nation collects its forces to meet its 
needs. 


We are not springing to arms, be- 
causé we cannot spring to arms. 
No 
matter how much the processes are 
speeded up, progress is a plodding one. 
We are learning that no matter what 
patriotism, 
wisdom, 
and 
energy 
be 
employed, if we start with nothing it 
will take months and months to get 
anything for military purposes. 


We believe the government is using 
wisdom and energy and that the people 
are responding with patriotism. 
We 
believe that for the most part every- 
thing that can be done is being done. 
The speed is the greatest that can be 
maintMned. 
That it is not speed at all 
is the fault of the situation and not of 
the officials who are directing the ef- 
forts. 


The lesson becomes all the plainer. 
It does not help to be full of energy and 
wisdom wlien the need of a military 
establishment hasjteen developed. It is 
too late then. 
It is not too late now 
because we are. not 
fighting 
unaided. 
We cannot again rely upon such good 
fortune. 


It is to be hoped that the nation will 
not be deluded again as it. has been 
and, also, that it will not be deluded 
into thinking that this war is one to 
insure lasting peace. 
We cannot bind 
i^notheV generation by ths acts or suf- 
ferings of this one. 
Another genera^ 
tion will act uppn its own impulses, and 
fvit)ioi|t our experience. 
It will h%vs 
Its 4>wn psMlon« an4 It will not have

be more willing to submit without an- 
ger to infringement of its rights than 
the pre.sent generation has been. 


This generation may give the next 
the institution of a court of interna- 
tional arbitration. 
The experience of 
this generation of people may result 
in the creation of a world judiciary de- 
signed to prevent wars and eliminate 
their causes, and in many causes it 
may be successful. 
But this genera- 
tion of Americans also, if they 
are 
wise, will give the neitt the institution \ 
of an American army, raised by uni- 
versal service and maintained 
as 
a 
part of the American nation. 


Then when passions or exigencies 
prevail over courts the American na- 
tion will not be found making its guns 
and training its men when the enemy 
comes upon it. 
A reasonable view of 
human expectations is needed and a 
reasonable view does not permit the 
thought 
that 
within 
the 
next 
ten, 
twenty, or fifty years people will change 
their habits of thought and action com- 
and 1 pletely.

The nation now needs a call to i-em- 
; edy past error, exhortation, not vio- 
i lent criticism. We can see the difficul- 
ties and dangers* 


The great and new America which is 
being formed in peril and saci-ifice will 
need a national army to preserve its 
greatness. 
Wisdom will not be blind- 
ed by hopes of lasting peace, but will 
proceed now, at the great opportunity, 
to insure the stability and security of 
the United States.

attempted theft of the good name of 
the state whose protection they enjoy 
is a serious offense against the oeople 
of that state.

It means then the permanent 
must be clearly decided upon and all 
proposed changes in the layout of the 
garden carried out on paper at least, 
before the seedlings are moved. There 
is a certain joy, for most women, in 
changing everything about in a gar- 
den, akin to the joy of changing all 
the furniture about In a room; and 
is the time to get out drawing board 
and pencil, ruler and eraser and make 
a scale drawing of the garden, plan- 
ning where every flower Is to bloom 
and where the paths are to go. 
This 
means also many concentrated 
and 
speculative glances at the garden Itself 
and quite a lot of careful thinking. 
The flowers are still so luxuriant that 
one can not visualize next year's gar- 
den without a strong imagination and 
it is impossible to resort to strings 
and sticks to mark out a prospective 
plan—as one might do in a bare plot of 
ground. So the paper, pencil and ruler 
plan is the most practical way to set- 
tle next year's garden questions. Over 
this plan, with red or blue dotted lines 
indicate the present location of beds 
and paths, and write in, with ink, the 
names of the perennials in those places 
where they are to abide. Follow the 
penciled plan carefully in transplant- 
ing the perennials and mark the loca- 
tion of each bed so that no digging 
next spring may 
disturb 
something 
valuable.

HINTS FOR GARE 


OF OAK FLOORS, IF 


YOU HAVE T R o m u g 


Proper care of oak floors In tb# 
modern apartment is not always unr 
derstood. 
If these rules are followed 
the housewife will be well repaid. 


For shellac 
finished 
floors: 
If wa^ 
ter has-been spilled on the floor and it 
has turned the varnish white in placee 
moisten a soft cloth with a little alco- 
hol and rub the spots lightly. 
Thejr 
should 
immediately 
disappear. 
DO 
not repeat this operation too often or 
the finish will be entirely removed. 
Shellaced floors sometimes take oh a 
clouded or grayish appearance, 
due 
to dampness in the air. 
This condi- 
tion usually can be greatly improved 
by the same treatment. 
If the 
finish 
has become so dirty that it is neces- 
sary to remove same entirely, 
first 
scrub the floor with wood alcohol and 
then bleach it with oxalic acid. Never 
use lye, as it turns the wood black 
and ruins 
the 
surface permanently. 
After all moisture has evaporated the 
original finish may be applied. 


If a varnish finish has become badly 
worn 
scrub 
it 
thoroughly 
with 
a 
brush, soap and water, but never flood 
the floor. After it has dried out apply 
a thin coat of varnish. 
In case time 
can not be allowed for the varnish to 
dry, wax may be substituted. 
Do not 
use shellac on top of old varnish or 
varnish on top of old shellac.

Paris, Sept, 29.—^The first American 
soldier to win the war cross with the 
palm is J o h n McClain, of Dayton, O., 
says the Paris Herald. 
On the night 
of September 18 a German 
airplane 
flew over the village in which he was 
and dropped several bombs. 
One fell 
within fifteen feet of a building around 
which some fifty villagers had 
gath- 
ered. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
warning 
expostulations of those near him, the 
newspaper continues, Private McClain 
dashed out Into the road and discover- 
ing the bomb with the aid of a pocket 
electric lamp, picked It up and hurled 
It into the river. 
The projectile ex- 
ploded as It struck the water. 
It sent 
up a column of water and no one was 
hurt. 
Private McClain, who is 24 
years old, has been in the a r m y for 
four years. 
He saw service in Mexico. 
The F r e n c h authorities have notifted 
his wife, Mrs. Elsie McClain, of 923 
Constay avenue, Peekskill, N. Y., of 
the honor conferred upon him. 


CAREER OF M'CIi^UN. 


American Training Camp in France, 
Sept^ 29.—(By the Associated Press.) 
— J o h n McClain, the 
first 
American 
boy to win the m u c h coveted French 
war cross by grappling with a bomb 
dropped in a village by a German air- 
plane and saving a number of «ñvilian 
lives, is of Scotch origin. 
He 
was 
born on a ship-wrecked boat off the 
coast of New Jersey in February, 1893, 
the son of a Glasgow f a t h e r and a 
Dundee mother. 


McClain has served four years in 
the American a r m y and he made a 
record in Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation work in Portland, Me., and in 
Boston. 
While stationed a t Colum- 
bus, N. M., with the American troops 
he showed aptitude in purveying com- 
forts to 
soldiers and 
established a 
thriving canteen that servea as a sort 
of model for the Y. M. C. A. v/ork 
now being done around the American 
camps in France. 


McClain was in the 
confcctionery 
business in Peekskill, N. Y. when the 
United States declared war on 
Ger- 
many, 
H e Immediately rejoined the 
a r m y as a private, came with the 
first 
contingent to France, and while do- 
ing soldier duty resumed his Y. M, 
C. A. work on the side. 
He 
picked 
out a vacant school room for his field 
of operations and then asked himself 
" W h a t first aid can be given to these 
American 
boys?" 
He answered i t 
himself, "Letters 
h o m e t " 


McClain then put in a stock of let- 
ter paper, pens and Ink and began to 
compete at all the idling places in the 
neighborhood for the patronage of the 
soldiers. 
W h e r e one censor had suf- 
ficed for correspondent for the whole 
c a m p McCIaln's 
initiative d»iveloped 
enough work for a company. 


The plain school room now has de- 
veloped into a full-fledged Y. M. C. A. 
institution which provides lessons in 
F r e n c h and refreshments and amuse- 
ments for the soldiers and villagers as 
well. 


Both the 
a r m y anti Y, M, C, A. 
want McClain. 
His officers hesitate to 
lose an excellent soldier and the asso- 
ciation workers want a m a n who Is 
capable of doing w h a t McClain 
has 
done for t h e social well being of the 
men.

The ¿ffficer says t h a t the m a n told 
him' "I a m no drunker t h a n you were 
a t 4 o'clock this morning. 


One word brought on another. 
The 
soldier refused to leave the street as 
ordered by Harris. 


The policeman struck the m a n and 
then was reaching for his club, ap- 
parently to strike the m a n again, when 
another soldier, Joseph L. Trotler, in- 
terfered. 
The intruder held 
Harris' 
club. 
Two 
other 
policemen r a n t o 
the scene in response to a call f r o m 
a citizen. 


A crowd which surged out Into the 
street blocked the East 
Main 
street 
traffic before the affair ended. 
The 
two officers held Trotier, 
P a t r o l m a n 
Harris struck the m a n with his club a t 
this time, witnesses say, and in 
the 
face of the fact that 
m a n y 
people 
shouted "Don't 
hit him." 


The patrol was called. 
Trotier was 
taken, with his suitcase, to the city 
Jail. 
The m a n with whom the officer 
had first talked had disappeared in the 
crowd. 
Later an orderly f r p m the re- 
cruiting station went to the city hall 
and after a talk 
with 
Lieutenant 
H a r r y Grimme the prisoner was re- 
leased.

W h e n a new soldier is received he is 
immediately 
vaccinated 
against 
ty- 
phoid fever, para-typhoid and 
small 
pox, the three diseases which used to 
be most feared by the army. 


As a result of this vaccination there 
is now literally no typhoid in the army. 
I was told. 
Smallpox la exceedingly 
rare. 
I was given the following 
figures 
as an illustration of the success of the 
flght against typhoid: 


In the Spanish war, when no men 
were inoculated against typhoid, there 
were 1,729 cases and 248 deaths in one 
division of about 20,000 men; recently, 
on the Mexican border, there was only 
on« case and not one death among 
20,000 men, all of whom had been in- 
oculated. 


Much credit for this wonderful rec- 
ord also is given to better methods of 
camp sanitation. 
This, being a medi- 
cal officers' camp, is regarded as a 
sanitary model, and so I found it. 
I 
was particularly interested in the flght 
against the fly. 


Kelly's kitchen—so culled 
because 
it is in charge of Mess Sergeant Kelly 
—Is in the center of the camp. 
From 
600 to 1,100 soldiers are fed there at 
each meal. 


I saw Just four flies in Kelly's kitch- 
en—«nd I made a careful iiispection— 
although the kitchen is open to the 
four wind* and is unscreened.

Organization Outlined by 
Federal Representative. 


Isaac D. Strauss, of Ligonier, fed- 
eral state chairman

States Boys' Working Reserve, spoke 
to an assemblage of business men at 
the Commercial club Saturday. 
His 
talk was largely a matter-of explain- 
ing in detail the plan of the working 
reserve. 


Thè greatest effort toward utilizing 
boys' service will come in 1918, Mr. 
Strauss said. 
A premium is to be 
placed upon farm labor and the per- 
iod of service necessary to gain one of 
Uncle Sam's medals will be considei-- 
ably less, according to Strauss, for tho 
boys who work on the farm. 
Mr. 
Strauss said that the reason for this 
was that the farm work as a rule paid 
much less than work in factories and 
that therefore it was a greater act of 
patriotism for the boys to take up 
farm work. 
The medals which will be 
given to the boys are struck off by 
the 
United 
States 
government 
anJ 
cannot be Imitated, borrowed, sold or 
exchanged in any way. 
Mr. Strauss 
declared that the only way for a boy 
to get one of the medals with a service 
bar is to actually put in the time re- 
quired in the factory or on the farm 
under the supervision of the reserve. 


No boys will be placed in homes 
where the character of the farmer is 
any way questionable and Mr. Strauss 
said that these homes would be thor- 
oughly investigated before the boys 
were located. 
The meeting was at- 
tended by A. L. McDonald, who is in 
charge of the working reserve work 
in the city, and also by D. O. McComb, 
who has charge in the county outside 
of Fort Wayne.

was behind the plate for the Pittsburg

ing it out in advance, there was no 
hit or miss talking on his part. 


Matty has been through the world 
series mill 
himself 
four times 
and 
knows what m a k e s the wheels turn 
around. 


"To begin with," he said, "there are 
two things entering 
into 
this series 
that 
m a y prove the 
turning 
point. 
One is the so-called 'shine' ball. 
The 
other is Buck Herzog. 


"Herzog 
is 
a 
great world series 
player. 
If he isn't in the games, or 
is not in the best of shape. New York 
will be greatly weakened. 
There's a 
flre and dash about Buck that 
puts 
pep in a club. 
He's the best 
little 
world series pace m a k e r in the busi- 
ness. 


"The 'shine' ball is new stufC to the 
Giants. 
Hod Eller, one of my young 
pitchers, is the 
only 
hurler in 
our 
league whom I knew to have used the 
•shine.' 
Eller h a s been experimenting 
with it and standing the catchers on 
their heads. 


"The 'shine' is just the reverse of the 
'emery' ball. 
In throwing the 'emery' 
a pitcher roughens a spot on the cover. 
The contact of the air against 
this 
roughened surface causes the ball to 
t a k e peculiar breaks, and in the hands 
of a pitcher who can control it it is 
almost unhittable. 


"In pitching thé 'shine' the hurler 
smoothes a spot on the ball until it 
is so slick that the rest of the surface 
is so rough in 
comparison 
to 
the 
smooth spot that it takes the air the 
same as an 'emery.' 
Pitchers of the 
'shine,' though, grip the surface of 
the ball just the reverse of the proper 
way 
to 
grip 
the 'emery,' and this 
causes the ball to break in the opposite 
direction.

When the word came to me the 
other day that dear Mrs. Gerald Rog- 
ers had taken into her home and 
Intended to adopt two small Belgian 
children—each tiny mortal with only 
one hand left to him by the German 
invader—I wondered why there were 
not more American women to follow 
her example. 
Not that they should 
all choose Belgian wee unfortunates; 
but why should not the practice of 
adopting children into the home be- 
come a far more widely accepted cus- 
tom than it is even now? 
For the 
children its possibilities for good are 
almost boundless, and even in the 
home of one or two children it has 
some such possibilities. 


A 
very 
lonely 
household 
in 
the 
southland a few years ago was bright- 
ened by the adoption of a boy of 2—a 
curly haired lad with bright smiles 
and 
cheery 
disposition. 
But 
when 
word came a few years later that a 
baby girl of their own had arrived to 
bless these parents, some of us feared 
a little for the future of the older 
child, whose "nose was broken" in- 
deed. 


We need not have worried. 
To tell 
the truth, the parents would object to 
my use of the phrase, "a baby girl of 
their own." 
"They both are 'our very 
own'," they would tell me. 
And it Is 
true; I have seen no Indication of any 
sort that Bobbie Is not loved quite as 
much and cherished quite as closely 
as little Betty. 


Taking a motherless baby into a 
home has results very often that are 
far beyond the parents' expectation. 
One sad case that turned to gladness 
was that of Mr. and Mrs. Charles An- 
derson (that not being their name, of 
course), who married in love, then 
began to drift apart. 
Their interests 
grew rapidly in different directions, 
and their friends early saw that peril 
was rising in their path. 
Rumors of 
a proposed divorce began to be heard. 


Then by an inspiration Julia An- 
derson proposed to her husband that 
they adopt a 3-year-old orphan boy 
to whom she had become attached. 
Perhaps more from fear of displeas- 
ing her than for any other reason he 
consented. 
It is scarcely a year since 
that decision, but the Anderson home 
is now one of love and peace and 
pride—pride 
in the 
bonny son and 
pi'ide on the part of each parent in 
the devotion of the otlier to the boy. 
And Julia and Charles Anderson love 
each other now. without a trace of 
doubt—the boy has brought them to- 
gether. 


I^et me mention one more adopted 
mother and child. 
My friend Paula 
Lane not long ago passed through one 
of tho.se sorrows which, though not at 
all uncommon, always seem to find 
their victims unprepared; she lost her 
husband after less than a year of in- 
tensely happy married life. 
For the 
sake of other people, particularly her 
brother in whose home she lives, she 
did her best to hide the ache in her 
heart. 
She always 
showed 
herself 
bright and active; she was never too 
sad to respond to all his appeals for 
help and encouragement. 


Yet those of us who knew realized 
that every day she felt the emptiness 
of her arms and every night in her 
prayers she sobbed out the hunger of 
her heart. 
If only there had been a 
child we knew her arms would not feel 
so empty or her heart so sore; and we 
felt that she was born to be a brave, 
patient, enduring mother of children. 


So when we learned, a year or so 
later, that she had adopted a baby girl 
we were delighted. 
And we can al- 
ready see some of the fine results. She 
has some one of her own to work for 
every hour, some one to love, some 
one to '.ake the place of the absent 
one.

Rats Are Carriers of Disease as Well 
as Wasters. 


Route the rat! 
It Is responsible 
for 
plague 
and 
other infections.

Rats eat almo't 
all of the foods 
that human beings eat—fruits, vege- 
tables, butter, cheese, eggs, and 
an 
endless variety of similar foodstuffs, 
enabling them to thrive almost any- 
where that these products are avail- 
able. 


Ordinarily rats breed faster 
than 
they are destroyed. 
It is estimated 
that in most cities there are as many 
rats as there are people, and in the 
very thickly populated rural districts, 
it is said that there is a rat for every 
acre of ground. 


Since they seek their food mostly 
at night very few people realize the 
immense number of these rodents that 
are fed at the expense of the com- 
munity. 


The best way to destroy rats is to 
cut off their food supplies. 
This may 
be done by rat proofing buildings and 
keeping garbage 
in 
tightly closed 
metal containers. 


They may be trapped and poisoned, 
but cutting off the food supply is the 
surest and most effective method of 
extermination. 


Some idea of the expense connected 
with the maintenance of rats may be 
learned from the fact that a full grown 
rat consumes about 
two ounces of 
grain daily, from 40 to 50 pounds a 
year. 


School Should Teach Right Living as 
Well as Three R's. 


It should be as much a matter of 
course for a child to stand straight as 
to spell correctly. 
It should be as well 
informed as to the elements of a bal- 
anced general diet as In regard to the 
dates of the presidents or the capitals 
of states. 
The habit of handwashing 
before eating should be so deeply in- 
grained in the child that it will not 
tolerate inadequate facilities in 
the 
home or later in the workshop. 


Those were 
points 
made 
In 
tha 
course of a plea for medical inspec- 
tion in all schools by Di*. Haven Em- 
erson, commissioner of health of New 
York city. 
The plea was made before 
2,000 school principals and others. 


"We want every school child exam- 
ined by a competent physician annual- 
ly," declared Dr. Emerson. "The more 
this is done on the request of the par- 
ent, at the parent's expense, by the 
family physician, the more 
perma- 
nent will be the results. 


"We also want every teacher ex- 
amined annually and her every illness 
accuratel,v reported. 


"We want children so to learn the 
fundamental lawe of personal 
hy- 
giene that they 
can 
protect them- 
selves against industrial hazards after 
leaving school. 
We want children to 
have so thorough an imderstanding of 
the physical damage from alcohol anci 
narcotic drugs—beer, tea, coffee and 
tobacco—that even the inertia of their 
home and the civic environment will 
not detract their habit. 


"The graduating diploma should be 
a certificate of physical as well as 
mental preparedness 
to 
continue to 
learn and serve. 


"We look forward to the time when 
graduation will be a privilege with- 
held until the pupil can present a clean 
record as to physical fitness and an 
understanding of the rudiments of per - 
sonal 
hygiene 
sufficient to 
protect 
him in later life." 


Neglected Teeth and Big Tonsils Often 
Harbor Infection. 


Many people think that the use of 
a toothbrush is a part of respectability. 


AVhile this may be true, the aver- 
age toothbrush usually is almost worse 
than nothing at all. 


The toothbrush has only a limited 
life, and it is worse than useless after 
it is worn out. Again, a toothbrush to 
retain its stiffness must be dried out 
between usings and should, therefore, 
not be kept in a toothbrush container. 


Each individual should have two or 
more of these useful articles in con- 
stant use and should be careful to use 
them in rotation in order to permit 
thorough drying and a return of the 
normal stiffness of the bristles. 


Everyone should visit a good dentist 
every three or six months and have 
him carefully examine every tooth. 


If there are no cavities he will, at 
least, clean the teeth of the 
deposit 
commonly known as tartar, which can- 
not be removed except with a sharp 
instrument, 
which 
must be applied 
skillfully even below the gum. 
This is 
sometimes called scaling. 


If the teeth are kept dentally clean 
by this scaling process as deep down as 
the dentist finds necessary, pyorrhea 
or Rigg's disease will never threaten. 


In addition to decayed teeth the ton- 
sils are the next important focus of 
infection which may work harm to the 
body. 


Many tonsils that apparently 
are^ 
normal or that cannot be seen on the 
ordinary examination are "submerged" 
and when drawn out by the throat spe- 
cialist's instruments are found to be 
exuding pus. 
Such tonsils probably 
cause more trouble than the large ton- 
sils which are usually removed. 


LIVING ON STALE MANNA. 


We are told to "grow in grace," but 
a great many are growing the wrong 
way. 
The Israelites used to gather 
the manna fresh every day; they were 
not fallowed to store it up. There is a 
lesson here for us.

The forest is not now a con- 
fused group of trees, but each stands 
out distinctly and is known by its 
family name. 
The rive^- is no longer 
a mere silvery seam di'awn carelessly 
across the land, but a living, bubbling, 
eddying artery carrying life and ven- 
dure wherever its winding course lies. 
Beautiful flowers smile up from the 
most unexpected places; they never 
could have been seen from the moun- 
taintop. 
The birds in their gayety of 
color ai-e seen flitting to and fro, while 
they fill the air wit htheir melody. And 
we become conscious of a thousand 
things we never could have known 
had we never come down from the 
lofty eminence.

All of this is equally true in the 
spiritual realm.

Interesting. Study of'Tubeicolosis and Its Action Upon the Tisues of Mm and Animals. 


W ^ e there caa be a o ^ouM that a 
considerable amount of disease 
and 
loss of life, especially among children, 
is caused by the consumption of cows, 
m i f t xaptalniwg laie bacSla s e r m of 
' tubereulosiB, there is little danger from 
tuberculosis meat as the meat is nearly 
always cooked: it should, however, be 
thoroughly inspected. 


Tnberculosie in man and myimals is 
due t o HM presence of minute microbes 
or germs 
rásembling 
rods or sticks 
slightly bent. 
These bacilU, as they 
are called, are so small that it would 
take a few thousand of t h e m placed 
Bnd to ifBd to make one inch. 
When 
one is fully grown. It breaks or di- 
vides into two, and each part grows 
as Mg as the original. 


In this way they grow and multiply 
with amazing rapidity when the con- 
ditions are favorable. 


Tnberele germs do not grow natur- 
ally ontside fiie body—they only live 
two or three days in the sunshine, but 
they live an indefinite period in the 
dark, shady places, although they do 
not increase. 


They can be cultivated in nutritious 
material such as veal broth or Jelly, 
kept a t a temperature near that of 
our boties internally. 


When tíie tnberele germs or bacilli 
are thus growing they produce a liquid 
poison called toxin which exudes from 
their bodies and becomes dissolved in 
jthe surrounding nutrltious material, 
r 
This dissolved liquid poison can be 
-arated from the living germs by 
ns of a special filter and it is then 
d - tuberealin,

. dose is injected under the skin of 
the cow by means of a syringe, the 
tuberculin

if affected with tuberculosis however

If the cow is perfectíy free from 
tuberculosis, or if the disease is only 
in the initial or latent stages, little or 
no fever toUows the injection of the 
tuberculin.

Many cows ha.ve tuberculosis that are 
not visibly affected. 


•Riere is another kind of tuberculin 
which is a preparation or emulsion of 
the dead bodies of these minute germs. 


This tubercolhi is used for curative 
puriwses. 


Liocalized tnbercnlosis is now being 
successfully treated with this tuber- 
culin. 
The doses injected at first are 
very small and are afterward gradually 
increased so that the patient suffers no 
fever or In^nvenience from the in- 
jection.

temperate.

The cells which are enclosed in the 
capsules appear in the form of little 
roundish tubers or knots, and Uiey are 
called tubercles.

The prpporticm of deaths, if any, 
from lung consumption pQre and adm- 
ple, is very small. 


When the tubercles break and dis- 
chargé they leave uloers or cavities, 
and it is these that do the" deadly 
work.. Hence, it is essentially neces- 
sary, particularly at this stage, that 
the air should be pure.

Under ordinary circumstances when 
there is intemperance, insufficient food 
and clothing, and poor ventilation, it 
is very infectious. 


Milk is admittedly an ideal liquid 
food in health or sickness, and when 
pasteurized, sterilized, or pure is re- 
cognized by eminent authorities as one 
of the best preventatives and

Phifit in Waste Placet

Many poor soils, a o w WBSfce jq>ot8 on 
the farm, would become profitable if 
planted with the right kind of forest 
trees, and cared for in the right way.

Swamps, stony ridges,

Many trees do well in their soils— 
cone-bearing trees in particular.

Piseases, Disfigurement^ and Habits That Are Hard to Break Often Follow Acddcnt to Horses» 


Open Joints in horses are caused by 
a severe injury, usually a kick from 
another horse, whereby the 
perios- 
teum covering the bone is either hrok;:, 
en or so badly braised that 
severe 
infiamation sets iii causing the syno- 
vial membrane of the Joint to open, 
allowing the synovial fluid to escape, 
says one man. 
When this reaches 
the surface it looks like water, in fact, 
is called Joint water, but it is to the 
Joints ;^hat oil is to machinery. When 
this fiuid <mce begins to escape from 
a Joint, the cheapest thing to do is to 
kill the animal at once, for it will 
never get well. 
Should you be able 
to keep the animal so quiet that the 


until the Inflammation 
is gone 
and 
then you will have a stiff Joint. 
' 


If you ever have an experience of 
this kind, after killing 
the 
a n i ^ 
take a saw and saw.at an angle down 
through the Joint and..seo to 
what 
an extent the Joint is injured. 
You 
will find that the covering of the Joint 
is practically gone and it is like grat-- 
ing two bones together that have been 
sawed in two parts. 
The Joint will be 
extremely entorged, hard with holes 
running through it and in spots will 
be yellow matter, some black spots 
and others still red from the inflam- 
mation. 
It is no wonder the animal 
refuses to use the Joint. 
The pain is 
so intense as to almost set it wild.

so intense that the animal refused to 
get up any more and a horse that 
can't get up isn't worth much. 
We 
hoped 
we 
could core them, but it 
can't be done, except it be possible 
to put them to bed in absolote quiet 


Some horses are naturally addicted 
to stumbling, others acquire the fault 
and still others have it thrust upon 
them by the carelessness or ignorance 
of the owners. 


The horse that stumbles when 
a 
colt, is almost incurable. 
His manner 
of traveling may be improved to some 
extent with careful 
driving 
with 
a 
tight rein and the moderately 
high 
checking, but a b o m stumbler is a 
hard case to deal with. 


Many horses are made to stumble 
by wrong shoeing. 
If shod heavily in 
front and light behind they are almost 
certain to acquire the habit 


Weak joints or imperfectly formed 
legs 
are also 
causes 
of 
stumbling. 
Some colts are b o m with marked evi- 
dences of weak knees. 
We know of 
some cases where colts at three years 
that have never been driven, 
were 
perceptibly 
knee-sprung. 
Such 
an 
animal can never be 
cured 
of 
this 
stumbling habit. 


Driving with a slack rein is another 
cause of stumbling, and very often the 
sole cause. 
If a horse becomes fa- 


tigued ft should be k e p t w s n up on tli« 
rein and driven over rough roads. 
N o 
good 
horseman 
will 
ever take 
th* 
chances of allowing his horse to fall 
down by driving with a slovenly rein. 


Stumbling often causes bad 
acci- 
dents, not only to the horse, but to 
the occupants of the vehicle he Is 
drawing. 
We once saw a 
flne-looklnir 
carriage-horse who was being driven 
by a woman who allowed the reins to 
dangle loosely In her hands, fall on ths 
lake shore drive in Chicago. 


He stumbled for more than 
fifteen 
feet before he finally fell. 
He over- 
turned , the carriage in his struggles 
and when ho was assisted to his feet 
it was found, that both knees wer« 
broken and he was rendered practl" 
cally oseless for life.

Elach year there is a large annual

Will manure give the best returns 
when applied in the fall? 
Evidently 
no single answer can be given that 
will fit an conditions, says "Country 
Gentleman." 
In an orchard planted 
on a steep slope, the fall appUcation 
of maniire must necessarily he waate- 
ful, for a large portion «f it wQl be 
washed down to lower levols by the 
winter rains. 
In an orchard located 
on a sandy, open soil the fall applica- 
tion of manure will also be wastefiil; 
in this case the soluble nltrognn aad 
potash compounds are easily wWhed 
into the deeper soil layers and are apt 
to 
be 
carried 
off In 
the 
drataagB 
waters. 
Such soils should receive ap- 
licattioas 
of 
readily-available 
plant- 
food at the beginning of the growing 
season. 
On the other hand, level or 
slightly rolling clay soils, or clay loam 
soils stu>uld allow an economical otlll- 
aation of manure when the latter is 
iq>pned in the fall. 
To be sore, the 
indirect effect of the manure wfll be 
lost to some extent,. because the fer- 
mentaUon will occor at the surface 
instead of within the soil; neverthe- 
less, the improvement In the tilth aad 
water-holding power of the land imder 
the manure mulch should oSsot this 
advantage.

The sulphates men- 
tioned are inexpensive chemicals.

and property done, am to cause a ma- 
terial r ^ u c t l o n of weed growth and 
pfeomote a greater-growth of grain.

also ohe^cs the ripening of seeds to 
infest the soil the following season. 
Many menacing-weeds are not affected 
by the spray. 
Qoack grass, wild, oats, 
pigeon grass, French weed, and sow 
thistle appear to receive no set back 
from it. 
Chemicals that woold be ef- 
fectivo en them would be Injurtoos to 
grain. 


Calthwtion of fields noon after har- 


vest, which may be economically done 
with a disc harrow, will cause many 
weed seeds to germinate in the fall to 
be subsequently 
destroyed 
by 
frost. 
Weeds 
thus

plowed under, where they will add to 
the soil fertility. 
Fall pasturing has 
proved destructive to weeds, especial- 
ly where sheep have been given free 
lunge. 
Quick growing crops, like bar- 
ley, are valuable in smothering 
the 
growth of weeds. 
Not needing to be 
sown early, barley leaves an oppor- 
tunity for much dragging and cultiva- 
tion tifter weeds have germinated in 
the spring., The soil thus warmed, the 
tender weed roots are exposed to the 
killing efCects of atmosphere and sun, 
the 
barley 
germinates 
and 
grows 
more rapidly than the weeds, because 
most of the weed seeds near the sur- 
face have been caused to germinate 
by the early cultivation and killed by 
later 
cultivation. 
Barley 
matures 
earlier than weeds, and the systematic 
farmer may then cultivate his 
field, 
give the weeds a chance to germinate 
to be killed by the winter freezing or 
fall plowing.

It is built on the 
lines of a utility case with pockets for 
watch, bracelets, chains, earrings, etc., 
and through the center a piece of flan- 
nel on which to pin the brooches, bar- 
pins and small "beauty" pins. 
The 


edges of the pockets should be bound 
with silk braid or ribbon before the 
case is finished. The outer silk—or it 
might be leather—can be turned over 
onto the inner chamois for a finish of 
the 
edge. Two long ribbons are 


caught at the center on the outside, 
so that they may confine the case, no j 


Shellaced floors sometimes take on a 
clouded or grayish appearance, due 
to dampness in the air. This condi- 
tion usually can be greatly improved 
by the same treatment. If the finish 
has become so dirty that it is neces- 
sary to remove same entirely, flrsi 
scrub the floor with wood alcohol and 
then bleach it with oxalic acid. Never 
use lye, as it turns the wood black 
and ruins the surface permanently 
After all moisture has evaporated the j 
original finish may be applied. 


If a varnish finish has become badly 


worn scrub it thoroughly with a 
brush, soap and water, but never flood 
the floor. After1 it has dried out apply 
a thin coat of varnish. In case time 
can not be allowed for the varnish to 
dry, wax may be substituted. Do not 
•use shellac on top of old varnish or 
varnish on top of old shellac.

first American 


boy to win the much coveted French 
war cross by grappling with a bomb 
dropped in a village by a German air- 
plane and" saving a number of civilian 
lives, is ot Scotch origin.

infection which may work harm to the 
body. 


Many tonsils that apparently are
